| Text of the Lesson, Jas. iii, 1-12. 
Memory Verses 8-10—Golden Text, 
Prov. 21-23—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns.

We had last week the option of a 
Whitsuntide lesson on the Holy Spirit, 
and such u study would fit well into 
either the lesson of last week on the 
outward manifestation of faith or this 
one on the inward victory over that 
which too often controils the tongue. 
The Holy Spirit, having full control in 
His own house—for we are temples of 
the Holy Ghost—is the great secret of 
a correct outer or inner life. We speak 
of desiring more of the Spirit, whereas 
He is ever desiring more of us. Ac- 
cording to chapter iv, 5, It. V., margin, 
“The Spirit whom He caused to dwell 
| in us jealously desireth us.” God is 
always more ready to bless than we 
are to be blessed. This lesson, like the 
last, comes under the head of the sec- 
ond phase of our salvation, the mani- 
festation of the life of Christ in us. He 
never sinned either in thought or word, 
but what shall be said of us who so 
often fail? And can we ever expect 
to be the perfect people of verse 2 who 
offend not in word? A great horse is 
turned about as the driver wills by a 
bit in his mouth, and a great ship Is 
turned about by a very small helm, 
and the tongue, which no one can tame, 
affects our whole being, and too often 
not for good. The trouble is in the 
heart (verse 14), for our Lord said that 
those things that proceed out of the 
mouth come forth from the heart and 
defile us (Matt. xv, 18, 19). The lesson 
says that out of the same mouth pro- 
ceedeth blessing and cursing, and, as 
the same fountain cannot send forth 
both sweet water and bitter, there must 
be in the believer two fountains, the 
old and the new, that which Is carnal 
and sinful and that which Is born of
